The space agency said 
this ‘will be an engineering de- 
velopment test to provide the 
answers upon which more com- 
plicated events and machines of 
the future can be based... .” 

The Ranger craft is one of the 
most complex ever built. It has 
19,520 working electronic . parts 
and is 1] feet high. Paddle-wheel 
solar cell panels make its span 
17 feet at the base. 

The experiment will attempt 
to find out whether earth carries 
along with it. a comet-like tail 
ol hydrogen gas, the nature and 
activity of cosmic rays, mag- 
netic fields, and radiation and 
dust particles in space,

—A foreign aid official has re- 
signed after a Democratic Con- 
gressman’s demand that he be 
fired for previous activities in 
Laos. 

The Internationa! Co-operation 
Administration said yesterday 
that N. Carter dePaul Jr., chief 
of its investment development 
division and former head of the 
mission to Laos, submitted his 
resignation 10 days ago. 

His resignation was disclosed 
after publication of congressional 
testimony revealed that Repre- 
sentative Wayne Hays (Dem.), 
Ohio, had demanded at a closed 
hearing June 29 that dePaul be 
dismissed. 

Hays, a member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, said 
that unless dePaul was fired, he 
would fight President Kennedy's 
foreign aid bill ‘“‘to the bitter 
end’’ on the House floor. 

De Paul was the target of con- 
gressional criticism two years 
ago for selling an old automobile 
to a United States contractor in 
Laos at what investigators called 
a highly inflated price. 

In the published testimony 
Hays said the ICA official had 
“bought an old, used Cadillac 
for a piddling sum and sold it 
back to a contractor for the ICA 
until it was paid for three or 
four times.’’‘

Abraham Ribicoff, Secretary 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, announced the change in 
cost estimates of the program 
at the opening of congressional 
hearings on the controversial 
issue. 


Ribicoff was.the first witness 


as the House ‘Ways and Means 
Committee opened two weeks of 
public hearings. No action was 
scheduled on the legislation this 
year. The Administration is at- 
tempting, however, to lay the 
groundwork for victory when the 
showdown comes next year. The 
outcome is uncertain. 
Attacks A.M.A, 

Ribicoff attacked the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and 
said it had not told the truth 
to its own members or the pub- 
lic about the plan. 

He said the doctors’ organiza- 
tion had falsely raised the 
“bogeyman’”’ of socialized medi- 
cine in connection with the pro- 
gram 

Republican members of the 
committee immediately accused 
Ribicoff of. misrepresenting the 
Administration’s proposal. 

Leading the defense of the 
doctors was Representative 
Thomas B. Curtis (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, who said, “I am dis- 
tressed to see the testimony 
starting out on this basis.” 

The Administration program 
would provide hospitalization 
and nursing benefits for about 
14,000,000 persons 65 years old 
or older. The new benefits would 
be financed by higher social 
security taxes. 

Calls It Conservative. 

Ribicoff said the Administra- 
tion’s proposal is actually the 
most conservative yet advanced 
toward a solution of the problem 
of how to finance the “higher 
than-average medical cosis’’ of 
elderly persons with “‘lower-than- 
average financial resources.”’ 

[he way to do this, he said, 
through social security taxes so 
that workers in their working 
vears will pay for the medical 
care they need starting at age 65. 

Ribicoff said a new study by 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion showed the need for the 
boost in the estimate. The sur- 
vey showed, he said, that tax 
revenue equal to 0.66 per cent 
of payroll covered by the social 
security program would be need- 
ed to pay for the new health 
benefits if there. is a ‘‘substantial 
increasing in the use of. nursing 
home and home heaith services. 

Previous Estimates, 


The previous cost estimate of 
0.60 per cent had assumed only 
a moderate increase of these 
services as well as hospital ‘use. 

Ribicoff said the Administra- 
tion had decided to revise its 
proposed tax increase recom- 
mendations to be on the safe 
side. 

The boost would increase so- 
cial security taxes up to $27.50 
a year for each employe cov- 
ered by the social security pro- 
gram. Employers must match 
employe contributions; There- 
fore, they would face an equal 
tax increase. 

The maximum tax increase 
would be paid only by employes 
earning $5200 a year or more. 

Defeated Last Year. 


The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee voted 16 to 9 last year to re- 
ject a limited version of the 
proposal. President Kennedy, 
then a Senate and Democratic 
presidential nominee, failed on 
a 5l-to-44 vote to get the Senate 
to accept a plan somewhat less 
liberal than his present one. 

Although backers believe Mr. 
Kennedy’s plan would fare better 
in the Senate now, the Presi- 
dent has not picked up the 14 
Democratic votes he needs to 
put some version through the 25- 
man House committee. 

Although there will be no com- 
mittee action this year, about 
350 witnesses, including spokes- 
men for many organizations, have 
asked to testify.

HAIL THE HOT DOG, friend of the people. Favorite food 
of youngsters, ace-in-the-hole of budget-minded housewives, piece 
de resistance at picnic or barbecue—how in the world would 


we get along without the frank? 
But despite its importance in halfdinch intervals. Simmer in 
the American way of life, home- water five minutes; grill or 


makers in the United States do 
not treat it with the respect to 
which it is entitled, according 
to Herr Otto Schuetz, one of 
Europe’s leading hotel chefs and 
president of a German master 
chefs’ association. Herr Schuetz, 
on a recent visit to St. Louis, 
pointed out that in Germany 
frankfurters are used more fre- 
quently as ingredients in other 
dishes, such as salads. 

Many German cities pride 
themselves upon their own spe- 
cialties. In Nuernberg a special 
emall frank (about eight to a 
serving) is featured. Frankfurt- 
am-Main has its own claim to 
fame; only wieners made there 
may, by Court order, be called 
‘‘frankfurters;”’ those made else- 
where must be designated as 
*frankfurter-style.”” 

It is true that franks are not 
taken quite that seriously in the 
United States, but they are en-

joyed just as much here as in 
the land of their origin, 

Today’s frankfurters are pre- 
pared with extreme care. It is 
the part of wisdom to buy the 
best ones available; while the 
difference in price is negligible, 
the difference in quality is great 
indeed. 

Franks are just es nutritious 
and as digestible as any other 
meat, Do be sure to refrigerate 
them promptly, and to use within 
a week of purchase. They should 
not be frozen; like other cured 
and smoked meats, they dete- 
riorate in flavor when held at 
home freezer temperatures. 

Remember that frankfurters 
are already cooked when pur- 


chased and need only heating 
through in water, or they may 


be sliced cold and used in salads 
or sandwich fillings. 


To heat in water, place franks 
in boiling water to cover. Cover 
pan and remove from heat; let 
stand seven to eight minutes. To 
prepare more than one pound of 
franks, heat in water over low 


heat. Do not allow water to boil; 


don’t break the skins by prick- 


ing with a fork. 
To pan-fry, heat a little fat in 
a skillet and fry franks, turning 


often with tongs until lightly 


browned. 
Today’s recipes were chosen 


to show how franks can fit into 
summer meal plans, at home as 


well as at picnics and cook-outs. 


The combination of franks 
and sauerkraut is a time-hon- 
ored one, given a new treat- 


ment here in the manner served 
Kraut Round Dogs. 
Six franks. 
Six round sandwich buns. 
Butter or margarine. 
One cup sauerkraut. 
Salad dressing, 
catsup. 


Cut franks on one side three 
fourths of the way through at One-fourth cup chopped stuffed 


broil. As the franks heat they 
will curl into a ring. 

Toast and spread split sand- 
wich buns with butter. Heat 
sauerkraut. Place a hot frank 
on the bottom half of each bun. 
Fill centers of round franks 
with drained hot sauerkraut and 
top with salad dressing, mustard 
or catsup. Cover with bun tops 
and serve hot. | 


HERE’S ANOTHER fun-type 
recipe. For a fanciful twist, the 
franks are put on wooden skew- 
ers; for a far more practical 
reason they are coated with 
wheat germ. (Reason: the wheat 
germ provides in concentrated 
form rich stores of B-complex 
vitamins, high-quality protein, 
iron and an abundance of min- 


erals). 
Serve with a green 
salad, quick hot rolls, celery 


fruit and cookies for dessert.

Slender bamboo picks hold the 
hive together while it is cut, and 
act as spikes for the pickle and 
radish garnishes. 

A sharp knife with a serrated 
edge will cut the wedges readily.

Next time you go shopping buy 
a loaf of unsliced enriched 
bread.. Then make big or little 
bread cases or baskets to be 
filled with any filling you de- 
sire—chicken, ground beef, 
creamed eggs, etc. It’s best to 


To make small bread baskets, 
trim the crusts from the bread 
and cut it into one and one-half 
inch slices. Cut out the center 
of the slices, leaving walls and 
bottom one-quarter to one-half 
inch thick. Brush the baskets 
with melted butter or margarine 
and crisp them in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for about 10 


Have your filling ready when 
baskets come out of the oven, 
and serve both piping hot. These 
crispy bread baskets or “boats” 
are special hits with youngsters. 

A large bread basket is made 
in the same fashion. Trim the 
crusts from the sides and top, 
and cut out the center, leaving 
generous-sized walls and bottom. 
Brush with melted butter or 
margarine and crisp in the oven. 
Crumble the bread from the in- 
side of the loaf and use some of 
it in the filling. Save the rest 
for bread crumb toppings for 
casseroles or bread stuffing. 

That’s another idea—stuffing. 
Use bread crumbs in stuffing for 
your favorite meats such as 
chops—and for fish, chicken, 
turkey, and meat balls. You can 
also use bread crumb stuffings 
for vegetables such as tomatoes, 
squash, green peppers and whole 


Baked fish with celery-almond | 
stuffing is a delicious main dish 
for any time of the year. This is 
a good recipe to take along to 
your cottage or summer home 
and prepare with your fresh fish 
‘“‘catch’’ of the day.

PRESIDENT KENNEDY and the National Security Council 
decided last Wednesday against proclaiming a national emergency 
at this time for reasons that are psychological and practical. 


The decision was based on 
the answers to these questions: 

Is America’s military build- 
up to be tailored mainly to the 
Berlin crisis? Or does Russia's 
belligerent attitude mean that, 
irrespective of what happens 
in Berlin, America needs not 
only to strengthen its armed 
forces but to keep its newly 
expanded strength in being in- 
definitely to cope with the long 
pull contest with the Commu- 
nist world?

NO DECLARATION of nation- | 
al emergency is required for an 
increase'in the draft.

Never has a President stood 
so alone before such a choice 
Lincoln 100 years ago was Called 
on to try to save the nation. This 
President must try to save free- 
dom; to save civilization, to save 
humanity itself. 

President Kennedy’s judgment 
on what is essential to add to the 
strength of the defenses of the 
nation and the Western alliance, 
taken only after exhaustive con- 
sultation with all his military 
advisers, will be a beginning of 
what must be done and not an 
end. Mr. Kennedy is commander- 
in-chief and his judgment 
final. 

LINCOLN HAD terrible 
bles with his generals. His selec- 
tion of men in uniform often 
seemed appallingly bad. But the 
decisions were his and in the end 
his cause was victorious. 

The addition of military 
strength has a twofold meaning. 
First, these are the steps that 
must be prudently taken in the 
face of such a threat. Second, 
they should make it abundantly 
clear to Premier Khrushchev that 
the United States does not mean 
to surrender the rights of free 
people. 

But the premise of strength 
and determination is a beginning 
and not a goal in itself. For 
from this position a ceaseless, 
unstinting effort must be under- 
taken to seftlé the Berlin crisis 
short of war. The President 
must believe that the collision 
course can be altered, late though 
‘the hour ‘is. 

In this undertaking the Presi- 
dent will need to call on all the 
‘help he can get. He will need 
to enlist the widest possible sup- 
port from every element in the 
capital and the country. There 
are those who seem to crave a 
showdown and who would wait 
'fatalistically for a nuclear war, 
but they are probably few in 
number. 

In this endeavor, the President 
can count on a great range of 
ideas and concepts—far in excess 
of the help he has had in the 
phase of his task now conclud- 
ing. The old careerists have 
come up with the old familiar 
position papers, They have add- 
ed little or subtracted little from 
the sum total of the problem. 


THE PRESIDENT can now go 

outside the small circle of tech- 
nicians and experts whose judg- 
ments tend to become narrow 
and parochial. He can call on 
-his old friends in Congress. 
In particular, two of the Pres- 
ident’s close companions and 
former colleagues in the Senate 
have shown an imaginative un- 
derstanding of th. fact that 
strength is only the first prem- 
ise and what comes after an in- 
finitely more difficult task. 

One is Senator John Sherman 
Cooper of Kentucky, a Republi- 
can, and the other Senator Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey of Minnesota, 
a Democrat. 

Both men have been saying 
that strength and resolve are only 
the fitst condition. Both have 
been saying that war is no 
answer to Berlin, only a last 
desperate suicidal course when 
every other door has been 
slammed shut.

To Help East Side Schools 

Residents of East St. Louis School 
District 189 had better shake off 
their usual school election apathy 
Saturday, July 29, and go to the 
polls to approve the district’s build- 
ing program.

The 
Board of Education has tried to 
meet this need as it grew year by 
year with existing resources, im- 
provisations, school basements, 
rented space from churches. It has 
been necessary to organize classes 
on a split shift system and to cur- 
tai] the number of classroom hours 
students are in school. 

This situation will not improve, 
since school enrollment year by 
year shows a steady increase. 

If positive action is stymied at 
this time, it could be four or five 
years before a new program could 
become effective. This would create 
a very serious educational jam.

The Military Mind 


Senator Fulbright is entitled to the thanks ' 


of the public for his memorandum urging 
the Defense Department to silence military 
officers who advocate their own political 
theories in official public appearances. And 
it is fortunate that the Pentagon had the good 
sense to respond by placing a few restraints 
on such activities. 

It was to be expected that Senator Ful- 
bright’s memorandum, which he sent to Sec- 
retary of Defense McNamara, President Ken- 
nedy and Secretary of State Rusk, should 
elicit criticism from certain quarters. Thus 
Senator Thurmond of South Carolina de- 
clared it constituted “a dastardly attempt to 
intimidate the commanders of the United 
States armed forces.” Senator Thurmond is 
a reserve major general and the highest rank- 
ing military officer in Congress; perhaps the 
shoe fits.

Senator Fulbright said he prepared the 
memorandum, which he did not make public, 
after he became concerned because the prin- 
cipal theme of some meetings sponsored by 
generals and admirals has been “that the 
greatest danger to this country is internal 
Communism, and that Communism has infil- 
trated our schools and our churches and domi- 
nates our government.” This is the obsession 
of the right-wing groups; it simply will not 
stand rational analysis. 

In the memorandum Senator Fulbright 
stated of the right-wing meetings: 


The thesis of the nature of the Communist 
threat often is developed by equating social 
legislation with socialism, and the latter with 
Communism. Much of the Administration's 
domestic legislative program, including con- 
tinuation of the graduated income tax, expan- 
sion of Social Security (particularly medical 
care under Social Security), federal aid to 
education, etc., under this philosophy, would 
be characterized as steps toward Commu- 
nism. This view of the Communist menace 
renders foreign aid, cultural exchanges, dis- 
armament negotiations and other _inter- 
national programs as extremely wasteful, if 
not actually subversive. 


That the programs of the radical right 
appeal to some military minds is indisputable. 
Senator Fulbright cited a number of specific 
examples involving officers in active service. 
Others, involving retired officers, come to 
mind. After leaving the service, of course, 
officers are entitled to work for whatever 
social or political cause they admire. As active 
members of the military establishment they 
have no such right. 

It is interesting, for example, that the 
director of an organization called ‘For 
America” is Brig. Gen. Bonner Fellers (re- 
tired) and that two prominent members are 
Gen. A. C. Wedemeyer and Lt. Gen. George 
FE. Stratemeyer, both retired. As spokesman 
for the organization Gen. Fellers calls for 
repeal of the federal income tax and the 
maintenance of “overwhelming air power” 
by the United States. These associated goals 
reflect senseless frustration; how any kind 
of striking power can be maintained without 
income taxes is the $64 question. 

The attraction of the radical right for the 
military probably lies in the fact, at least 
partially, that both soldiers and ultra-con- 
servatives see politics, economics and social 
and military problems in terms of black-and- 
white, while in reality these questions usually 
occur in shades of gray. It is wise indeed for 
the United States to insist that control of the 
military be in civilian hands. 

It should be said, too, that.a great many 
United States military men recognize this 
wisdom. Senator Fulbright’s concern is ex- 
clusively with the “extremists,” not with the 
average officer. But the extremists can create 
much mischief by utilizing the public anxiety 
over the cold war to stir up fears of internal 
Communism. In so doing they dangerously 
confuse the issue. There is a danger from 
Communism, but it is from without, not from 
within. Senator Fulbright’s move will, we 
hope, increase public awareness of this fact. 


The County’s Conscience 


The County Council ought not to be in any 
great hurry to approve the Land Clearance 
Authority’s renewal plan for Meacham Park, 
an unincorporated enclave of Negro settlers 
south of Kirkwood. The area clearly needs to 
be rebuilt. But what will happen to the peo- 
ple while the work is under way? 

Some evidently are expected to double up 
with friends, the bitter fact of residential 
real estate discrimination in the county mak- 
ing relocation particularly difficult. Is this 
a reasonable demand for local government to 
make upon its citizens? And what of those 
who own the roofs over their heads and little 
else? Are they to be driven out of the county 
altogether? 

Federal law requires that the local legisla- 
tive body—in this case, the Council—find that 
a feasible method of relocating the displaced 
families is in sight. What is feasible is not 
always kind or human; sometimes it is merely 
expedient. The Council is the county’s offi- 
cial conscience in this matter. Before it acts 
on the renewal plan it ought to apply both 
mind and heart to considering all the human 
problems involved. 


On Second Thought 


Former President Truman has proposed an 
electoral reform which really merits some sec- 
ond thoughts. He suggests that the states 
choose two presidential electors at large and 
the others by districts. Mr. Truman wrote 
Senator Kefauver, who is directing a study of 
the Electoral College, that this plan would 
help to keep the big cities from imposing their 
choices on the rest of the country. 

Yet the argument about curbing the cities 
is the best reason for rejecting the district 
elector plan. America is becoming an increas- 
ingly urban society. There is no way to re- 
duce the rightful influence of urban voters 
without interfering with a popular choice of 
Presidents. Gerrymandering already has 
shoft-changed city voters in Congress and 
state legislatures. 

In this argument, Mr. Truman finds himself 
on the side of those who clearly want to re- 
press the liberal and most often Democratic 
vote in the major cities. Republican National 
Chairman William E. Miller supports the 
idea; so does the National Association of 
Manufacturers which resents the influence of 
the “11 most populous states.” Senator Mundt, 
an Old Guard Republican, wants district elec- 
tors to block what he calls “the hyphenated 
American organizations.” 

Can Mr. Truman, in view of his democratic 
convictions and liberal record, logically advo- 
cate a system that would distort the popular

vote in favor of conservative choices? The 
American Good Government Society says that 
if the district system had been in use in 1960, 
Mr. Nixon would have won the presidency by 
an electoral vote of 282 to 250. We do not 
need to ask if Mr. Truman would have favored 
that. 


For Peace in North Africa 


The cease-fire urged by the United Nations 
Security Council after the flare-up of fighting 
at Bizerte and in the Sahara should be scrupu- 
lously maintained by the French and by the 
Tunisians, This is essential to an agreement 
on the issues dividing them. The bloodshed 
undoubtedly has made negotiations more dif- 
ficult, but more bloodshed might make them 
impossible. 

There is not much point at the moment in 
determining who was primarily responsible. 
That might only lead to more recriminations. 
Fortunately, President De Gaulle is concilia- 
tory. Calm is needed, not acrimony. A fruitful 
meeting of minds should not be impossible 
since President Bourguiba apparently had 
planned only a non-violent demonstration in 
support of his demand for the evacuation of 
the French naval base and his territorial claim 
in the desert. 

The probably unexpected consequences 
should be a lesson to Bourguiba and other 
statesmen. The fewer harsh words, the less 
chance of kindling passions and having a 
situation get out of hand. A further lesson 
may be drawn from the past failure of France 
to respond with reasonable promptness to 
Tunisian overtures. Bourguiba claims that 
for a time he recognized French preoccupa- 
tion with the Algerian war and, therefore, 
did not force matters. Yet the continuation 
of that war, in which the rebels have Tunisian 
support, and the frustrating peace talks ac- 
tually intensified the desire for a complete 
evacuation of Tunisia by French military ele- 
ments. Obviously, it was dangerous to let 
the Tunisian grievances smoulder. 

Granting that a settlement might not be 
possible overnight, well-intended negotiations 
could have relaxed tensions. Tunisian charges 
now are more inflamed, and demands are 
stiffer. The other Arab states are more in- 
volved. The Russians, of course, are taking 
advantage as usual of an opportunity for 
harping on Western colonialism and aggres- 
sion. And we are again being accused of favor- 
ing our French partner even though Charles 
W. Yost, speaking for Gov. Stevenson in the 
Security Council, said little more than that 
“we frankly fail to see how the continuation 
of hostilities can serve the interests of either 
country.” 

So the quick end of the fighting should be 
followed by a quick end of the dispute. To 
this end, full use should be made of the facili- 
ties of the United Nations. Such a course 
should have the full support of the United 
States. Long aware of the ill effects of 
France’s protracted difficulties in North 
Africa—much worse in Algeria than in 
Tunisia—we might also try to impress once 
more on Gen. De Gaulle the necessity of end- 
ing them. Such an effort would be difficult 
and delicate, but it also could be a genuine 
contribution to world peace. 


A Vision on the Kaskaskia 


The Kaskaskia river navigation project has 
cleared a tough obstacle, approval by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget. Hopes that the channel- 
widening program may lead to creation of a 
great industrial center south of St. Louis ac- 
cordingly take on more substance than ever. 

Budget Bureau approval permits the Army 
Engineers to seek Congressional authoriza- 
tion for the $58,000,000 job of providing a 
nine-foot channel along the 45-mile stretch 
from the Mississippi to Fayetteville in St. 
Clair county. This would make the stream 
navigable for barge traffic, principally coal- 
carriers. 

Coal reserves along the Kaskaskia are esti- 
mated at some two billion tons. With the low- 
cost river transportation the project would 
make available, Illinois coal would be able to 
compete more effectively with that mined in 
Kentucky and West Virginia. 

But the big hope is that the coal would at- 
tract heavy industry to the Kaskaskia’s lower 
reaches. Kaiser Aluminum holds some 2200 
acres near the river’s mouth. Illinois coal 
and Missouri’s newly discovered iron ore de- 
posits conceivably could mean a steel mill 
in that area. Prosperity on the Kaskaskia 
may not be just around the corner, but the 
potential stirs the imagination. And if Con- 
gress sees the project in the same light, the 
reality may yet equal the vision. 


Wrong Road to Utopia 

Anybody who took a long, hard look at the 
so-called human race any time in the last 
10,000 years or so was bound to conclude that 
it needed considerable improvement. In spite 
of learning, experience and evolution, human 
affairs, large and small, still are managed in 
ways frequently unedifying, if not downright 
terrifying. Changes still need to be made. 
So a scientist, especially one with a Nobel 
prize on top of his bookcase, sometimes can- 
not resist the temptation to tell his fellow hu- 
mans how to create a Utopian race. 

Latest to succumb to this temptation is Dr. 
Hermann J. Muller, the Nobel physiologist of 
the University of Indiana. In Daedalus, the 
quarterly of the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences, he says the race has so many 
poltroons and assorted pinheads because its 
members just go on doing what comes natural- 
ly. By now, he adds, “a negative feedback 
from culture to genetics” has set in. We are 
devoting more and more of our energy to 
keeping yahoos and misfits alive, and as a 
result they are multiplying faster than ever. 
A sad state indeed. 

Muller’s plan for a race made up exclusive- 
ly of smiling, happy, bright, athletic, success- 
ful people is all a matter of genetics. We 
should stop breeding grouches, loafers and 
scofflaws. The best way would be by delayed 
artificial insemination. That would avoid the 
pitfall of having a father’s bad, sad genetic 
traits discovered only after the event. But 
what of the mother’s? 

Old Plato, although without benefit of mod- 
ern scientific apparatus, also advocated the 
breeding of the best by the best. But who is 
to say who are the best? Who is to say that 
sad sacks like Shakespeare and Dostoyevsky 
are not as much entitled to “life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness” as a California beach 
boy or a grinning, tennis-playing automobile 
salesman? Oh, the race may be on the road 
to ruin, but it is not likely to allow itself to 
be pushed into ways even more dull and dis- 
astrous. It will carry on as it always has 
carried on,

Hemingway's Credo Produced Action in Poetry, Guaranteed Him Lasting Place, Critic Says

He met a fitting, if unfortunate, end; 
it would have been anti-climactic had 
Hemingway died in his bed. Death had 
grazed him often in the kind of life he 
lived; indeed, so great was death’s 
fascination for him, that he seemed at 
times to seek it. 

It has been truly said that he was 
the Byron of our time—not only an- 
other handsome, gifted youth who 
found himself famous almost overnight 
but closely akin in temperament too,

Pressure on the Parks 


Americans, it has been said, are 
loving their nationa] parks to death. 
Park rangers, who among other jobs 
must keep people from feeding them- 
selves to bears, are encountering the 
greatest onslaught in history this va- 
cation season. They counted 72,288,000 
visits last year. The pastime of park- 
going grows with the population, and 
the Civil War Centennial is expected 
to attract additional visitors in 1961. 

While war buffs tramp over battle- 
fields, other Americans will be look- 
ing over the world’s most extensive 
and varied park system, a public es- 
tate of 25,700,000 acres. It stretches 
from snow-mantled Mount McKinley in 
Alaska to the snow-white beaches of 
Virgin Islands National Park in the 
Caribbean, and from the flame-throw- 
ing volcanoes of Hawaii to the foam- 
ing, rocky coast of Maine. 

The National Park Service looks 
after 29 national parks and 162 other 
areas. The largest single unit is Kat- 
mai National Monument, encompassing 
Alaska’s Valley of 10,000 Smokes 
where volcanoes cleared their throats 
with devastating results in 1912. The 
Park System’s smallest unit is the

to gaming—to battle—to travel—to in- 
temperate, but keenly felt pursuits of 
any description, whose principal at- 
traction is the agitation inseparable 
from their accomplishment.”’ 

Both Hemingway and Byron were 
passionate observers; both could iden- 
tify themselves wholly with a cause, 
as Byron did over Greek independence, 
and Hemingway in his hatred of fas- 
cism. Finally, again like Byron, he 
will be remembered as much for the 
legend he wove about. himself, as for 
the best of what he wrote. 

When I wrote to tell him how much 
I liked ‘“‘The Old Man and the Sea,”’ 
he replied: ‘‘I love the hills and the 
sea about the same. When I’m either 
place I can’t stand to leave... I 
don’t know how it is with you, but 
every time I come back from being at 
sea everybody seems sort of phony. It 
is the same way up in the hills.” 

He was the greatest descriptive writ- 
er of our time, and in this his economy 
of words and his choice of them was as 
superb as Kipling’s, and sometimes bet- 
ter. He gave a new dignity and 
strength to the American short story. 

Beside his best work in that field, 


the contemporary fuss over Scott Fitz- 
gerald seems faintly ridiculous. Fitz- 
gerald, for all his gifts, never ap- 
proached, in that form, the mastery 
that Hemingway achieved. Heming- 
way was a master of mood, of at- 
mosphere, and these are, perhaps, the 
basic qualities of the great short story. 

It is, indeed, his possession of that 
gift that gives distinction to the best 
of his novels. That is the aura that 
clings to ‘“‘The Sun Also Rises,’’ how- 
ever inconsequential most of its people 
are; it is what makes the poignancy 
of ‘“‘A’Farewell to Arms,”’’ what broods 
over ‘“‘For Whom the Bell Tolls,’’ and 
lends an overpowering unity to ‘‘The 
Old Man and the Sea.”’ It is present 
now and then even in his inferior 
works, like “Across the River and 
Into the Trees.’’ And that is why I 
referred to him earlier as a poet. 

There are debits in the accounting, 
of course, but I shall not dwell on them 
here. He was not a thinker. He did 
not, on the evidence of his novels, un- 
derstand women or their relations with 
men; he did not understand the social, 
political and economic currents of his 
time. He never achieved emotional 
maturity or a balanced view of human 
life. 

But he was a great writer neverthe- 
less, and an artist to the bone. He 
will have a lasting place, not only in 
American literature, but in that of the 
world. As a writer of determined con- 
victions, he might delete half the ad- 
jectives in this piece about him, but I 
shall let them stand,

THE DESERT WAS HOME, by Eliza- 
beth W. Crozer Campbell.

| Cardinal Averages 


Although defeated twice by 
the Dodgers over the weekend, 
the Cardinals showed in their 
first home stand under Johnny 
Keane an unwillingness to 
yield that could make the Red- 
birds considerably more re- 
spectable the rest of the season. 


During the 8-5 home stay, the 
highlight in this opinion was 
not the successive double- 
header sweeps over the Chi- 
cago Cubs, who came here 
with notions of knocking the 
Cards out of sixth place, but, 
rather, the ability to split a 
four-game series with Mil- 
waukee. 


The Braves, No. 1 nemesis 
of the Redbirds this season, 
have moved ahead to the point 
where, if there’s a darkhorse 
in the race now, it’s Milwau- 
kee. The sentimental choice in 
this corner still is Cincinnati, 
which hasn’t won a pennant 
since they were chanting, ‘““We 
want Willkie.’’ But the realistic 
pick, as it was before the sea- 
son began, still is Los Angeles. 

The Cardinals? 


Fourth place now would be a 
magnificent achievement and 
even fifth would be progress, 
considering the sorry first half 
of the season. 

Keane, for whom the club 
has won 11 out of 18 games, 
still ts hopeful of a first-division 
finish. 

“IT hoped originally just to 
have a good enough second 
half to provide the momentum 
and winning climate that would 
carry over next year,” said 
the Cardinals’ first St. Louis- 
born manager since Jimmy 
Burke filled in briefly in 1905. 

“‘Now I think we’ll make it 
tough on whichever club wins 
—or thinks it can win. The 
club has spirit and the proof 
that it can come from behind. 
The fellas never are beaten 
before they start any more 
and they can’t seem to wait 
to get back out there.”’ 


Keane Results 


Collectively, the Cardinals’ 
greatest improvement under 
Keane has been offensively. 
Even though they scored only 
one run in their first game 
under his direction July 6 at 
Los Angeles and were held to 
one by the same Dodgers here 
Sunday, the, Redbirds have at- 
tacked the ball well recently. 
Still short on the long ball, 
they’ve averaged 5.3 runs over 
the 18-game period. 

To a degree, Keane would 
seem to deserve the same kind 
of credit that accrues to Walter 
Alston, L.A.’s astute manager 
who, though his lineup might 
seem the indecisive product of 
a man unable to make up his 
mind, uses his manpower with 
a purpose. It’s Alston’s theory, 
as it is Keane’s and was Casey 
Stengel’s, that a reserve who 
gets into the regular lineup oc- 
casionally sharpens his batting 
eye so that he’s able to pinch- 
hit more effectively. 

“Your regular isn’t bothered 
—and often is helped—by the 
rest,” Keane explained, ‘‘and 
the confidence and morale of 
the bench man go up consid- 
erably. Players disintegrate 
on the bench.” 

Players the new manager 
brought back, as it were, in- 
cluded Joe Cunningham, Carl 
Sawatski and Don Taussig, a 
rookie retread he felt could 


hit playing regularly because 
Taussig had done so well under 
the handicap of infrequent ac- 
tion. 


Contrasting Methods 


If three weeks can be con- 
sidered a test of comparative 
managerial tactics, Keane 
plays fewer hunches than Solly 
Hemus, but plays percentages 
more than his predecessor. 
Solly would be inclined to stay 
with a righthanded-hitting line- 
up that won tonight against a 
southpaw, for instance, even 
though it might be facing a 
sidewheeling righthander to- 
morrow. Keane is more apt to 
change the lineup to meet the 
new game’s situation, but less 
likely to make changes once 
the contest begins. 

That’s particularly true of his 
pitchers. ““Yes,” Keane said, “I 
guess I’ve proved my point, 


that I’m inclined to go farther 
with my pitchers than some 
managers, especially with vet- 
eran starting pitchers. 

“I don’t like to see a young 
pitcher exposed to too much 
bat pressure, but a good estab- 
lished pitcher likes to pitch 
out of jams. I like to let him 
get out of the first one him- 
self. When you take out a 
pitcher who still has good stuff, 
but is getting hit, you hurt him 
and so often don’t help the 
club, either.” 

Keane has seen Larry Jack- 
son work his way into stride 
and Curt Simmons demonstrate 
brilliantly that, when neces- 
sary, he can pitch with three 
days’ rest. ‘‘Curt proved War- 
ren Spahn’s point the other 
night,’’ Keane explained. “‘That 
is, that a veteran should stay 
real active, rather than take 
extra rest, to keep his body 
from becoming heavy.” 

With Julian Javier once again 
at second base, the immediate 
task ahead, the Cardinals’ new 
manager said, is to get Ernie 
Broglio and Lindy McDaniel 
back close to the 1960 form 
when they were probably the 
best starter and best reliever 
in the league. 

And though, as mentioned, 
he’s maneuvering to use more 
men in the regular lineup, 
though fewer men in any given 
game, Keane has one more 
concern. 

‘““That’s right,’’ he acknowl- 
edged. “I don’t want to let 
Tim McCarver sit around too 
much to the point of dangerous 
inactivity {fer a promising 
young catcher.”’ 

If McCarver can’t break into 
the lineup more often than he 
has lately, he might be better 
off out playing regularly, as 
Jerry Buchek is.

and rule by bureaucratic edict.” 

One of the most extreme sug- 
gestions came from an Idaho 
writer who proposed that the 
United States adopt ‘‘a good 
rightist form of government” 
patterned after the dictatorship 
of Portugal. 

A Montana physician 
that he knew ‘“‘at least 75 per 
cent of the officers in the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare are either Commu- 
nists or subversive ee 
tors.’ 

A MAJOR CONCERN to those 
alarmed about the present situ- 
ation is the apparent co-ordina- 
tion of effort by right-wing 
groups. One congressman who 
has made a close study of con- 
Servative elements but who 
asked that his name not be used 
said: “I’m disturbed by the fact 
that the military, appears to be 
co-ordinating their efforts with 
right-wing economic groups and 
the fundamentalist church de- 
nominations.’’ In this connection, 
as Marquis Childs of the Post- 
Dispatch reported recently, a 
controversial study submitted to 
the White House and Defense 
Department charged that some 
military leaders were aiding the 
radical Right in a campaign 
against Communism and internal 
subversion. 

A second major source of 
alarm to some is the attitude of 
some of the conservative letter 
writers. Another congressman 
who asked not to be. identified 
observed: ‘“‘Some of these peo- 
ple claim the policies they advo- 
cate will strengthen the United 
States against the Communists. 
They leave the clear implication 
that if you don’t support these 
views, you are soft on Commu- 
nism 

Two anti-Communist schools 
have been conducted in the St. 
Louis area, the most recent last 
April, by the Christian Anti- 
Communism Crusade., The or- 
ganization collected $34,000 in 
donations and fees in its five- 
day session this year. Among 
those reportedly active in ar- 
ranging for the school were sev- 
eral persons named as officers 
or: directors of the Four Free- 
doms Study Group, Inc., an or- 
ganization that lists its head- 
quarters at 128 West Jewel ave- 
nue, Kirkwood, and Dane E. 
Smith of St. Louis as chairman, 

CONSERVATIVE groups vary 
widely in size and philosophy. A 
study last year by two Univer- 
sity of Illinois faculty members 
for the Fund For the Republic 
estimated there were about 1000 
right-wing organizations in the 
country. They ranged in size 
from one member to a claim of 
3,000,000 members. The Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith reported last November 
that about 40 “hate” groups, 
many-of them racist or neo-fas- 
cist in nature, were in operation.

Gold would never have granted 
the President or Congress the 
freedom to extend long-term mil- 
itary and economic aid abroad 
in such volume. 

As deficits in payments piled 
up, the gold stocx would have 
diminished sharply. We'd have 
had to cut down largesse, or re- 
strict credit at home, or curb 
domestic consumption, or reduce 
prices so as to increase exports. 

The automatic gold standard is 
pat and easy. But it would have 
served the postwar world ill. 

Without the ‘L.’ 

The United States had gold, 
goods, services, credit, and 
claims against the world aplenty. 
The world didn’t have marbles— 
dollars. We had to make these 
dollars available—and freely— 
for political and economic rea- 
sons, and not subject to short- 
run pullback. 

Rueff argues that man can- 
not achieve by judgment what 
the gold standard achieves by 
economic rote. I don’t agree. 
Men can manage money; 
money can manage men; but 
men, not money, make the 
mistakes in either case. 

When the gold _= standard 
worked, it had to be managed. 
There never is, nor never was, 
enough gold to go around, to 
satisfy all claims. 

Central bankers must collab- 
Orate today to make the inter- 
national monetary. system work, 


just as they did in the ‘twenties, 


and before that. Or 
work. 

Gold never supplied common 
sense. It brought common sense 
into play—sometimes. And so 
will balance-of-payments arith- 
metic—we hope. To Rueff, gold 
is a three-letter word—without 
the ‘“‘l’’. I prefer the conven- 
tional . four-letter eee

SALT LAKE CITY, July 24. 

IT COMES AS A LOW BLOW this steamy Utah morning 
to read that La Belle France has put an official knock on 
marriage. 

I read this at breakfast in the hotel—only a hop, skip 
ahd a jump from Brigham 
Young’s newly recon- 
structed home. 

Nobody believed in mar- 
riage more firmly than 
the founder of Salt Lake 
City. “Had 29 wives liv- 
ing there,”’ said the taxi 
driver circling the block 
so I could see. ‘‘They call 
it ‘The Beehive.’ ” 

Anyway, the French 
courts (said the paper) 
have held against Anne- 
Marie Barbier, an Air 
France angel who suc- 
cumbed to love and matrimony. 

“Air stewardesses should not marry. Because they would 
have an abnormal home life,”’ said the French judge.

A Fine Time at Heman Park Band Concerts 


Both Audience and Volunteer Musicians Enjoy University City Summer Evening Programs

A BAND of about 135 volun- 
teer musicians has been reviv- 
ing a treasured tradition every 
Tuesday night in Heman Park, 
University City. Though St. 
Louis has always been known 
as a musical city, hi-fi, televi- 
sion and air-conditioning have 
gradually eliminated the outdoor 
concert so dear to hineteenth 
century citizens. 

But this summer, members of 
the University City High School 
band, 25 alumni, members of 
other school bands and several 
adults directed by University 
City High School’s band director, 
Harold Lee Hillyer, are provid- 
ing popular and semi-classical 
band music for delighted audi- 
ences ranging in age from bottle- 
fed babies to nonogenarians. 

The unpaid musicians devote 
two evenings a week to the con- 
certs for the sheer love of it 
They practice their selections 
only once at Monday night re- 
hearsals, then tear into the mu- 
sic with skill and gusto at He- 
man Park at 7 the next evening. 
Many have no time for more 
practicing. Some hold summer 
jobs, from grocery clerks to 
maintenance men. Some attend 
Washington University’s sum- 
mer session. 

Credit for originating the 
summer concerts goes to Chaun- 
cey I. Linhart, director of parks 
and recreation in University 
City. When Laclede Gas Co. off- 
ered to bring its orchestra to 
play in University City, Linhart 
declared, ‘“‘We’ve got enough 
talent in University City to start 
our own band.”’ 

Hillyer sent out 186 applica- 
tions last winter to University 
City musicians from eighth 
grade through senior high 
school. All but 26 came back ac- 
cepting or indicating interest. 
The band now numbers between 
120 and 135, mostly high school 
sophomores and juniors. 

Performers are a varied group 
who resemble each other mostly 
in their love for music. Alan R. 
Spivak, 9552 Old Bonhomme 
road, Olivette, has played the 
snare drum since he was I10 
years old. He put himself 
through college by playing in 
dance bands all over the St. 
Louis area. He likes playing in 
the University City band be- 
cause his medical school courses 
at St. Louis University are too 
stiff to allow time for much mu- 
sic in the winter. 


One of the band’s senior mem- 
bers, Miss Myrtlefae Williams, 
9016 Bristol avenue, St. John’s, 
is a teacher of organ, accordion, 
trumpet and clarinet. She plays 
the clarinet in the band. ‘“‘I’ve 
enjoyed a band ever since I was 
knee-high,”’ she said. ‘‘All I’ve 
ever done in my life is study 
music.” 

Mrs. Harry Esstman, a house- 
wife, of 17 Fairwinds Court, 
Olivette, joined because she 
finds playing in the band relax- 
ing. Since her marriage she has 
had little opportunity to play her 
trumpet, except nursery tunes 
for her children. 

Martin Arick, a student at 
Brandeis University, Waltham, 
Mass., blew an expert flute ar- 
peggio and produced a mellow, 
well-fed sound. “Gee, I really 
don’t know why I play in the 
band,”’ he said, “except that it 
just gives me a thrill.” 

For the fifth concert last Tues- 
day, the St. Louis County De- 
partment of Parks and Recrea- 
tion lent its cream-color and 
turquoise bandwagon, from 
which music issued with re- 
markable clarity. The audience 
gave rapt attention. Many first- 
generation Americans present 
listened with the memory of old- 
world band concerts written 
clearly on their faces. 


Otherwise, informality pr e- 
vailed. Shorts, baby bottles 
and popcorn were much in evi- 
dence. While waiting for the 
concert to begin, the audience, 
seated on their own folding 
aluminum chairs, knitted or 
played cards. Children batted 
tennis balls. Though a minia- 
ture gray French poodle 
reared in terror at the first 
martial blare of the brasses, 
the children in the audience 
crept closer and closer to the 
bandstand and imitated all the 
instruments in sight. 


Eighty-six-y ear-old Joseph 
Kohn, 7346 Drexel avenue, Uni- 
versity City, had a special stand- 
ard of comparison for the per- 
formance. He used to attend 
John Philip Sousa’s concerts at 
the 1904 World’s Fair in Forest 
Park. 

‘Sousa played this kind of mu- 
sic, staccato,”” he said, beating 
time with a rhythmic clenched 
fist. ‘‘The ‘March King’ always 
conducted with white gloves. To 
get to the Exposition Hall it 
cost me a nickel there and a 
nickel back on the open plat- 
form of a horse car.

HE ADMITS he is a genius 
and the greatest couturier-mil- 
liner in the world, and he has 
tried to forget that he once was 
a boy from New Rochelle 
named Hans Harburger.
